It 
mattere  little  where  the  oftensive  line  ^  exclnsion  be 
drawn.  Wherever  drawn  it  will  be  regarded  as  an  allhnit, 
impesehed  as  a  nsnrMtion^  and  attacked  as  every  fence  or 
gate  is  sure  to  be  which  u  wantonly  or  nnwisely  put  np 
for  the  first  time  to  stop  an  old  right  of  way.  It  would 
be,  in  short,  a  desperate  and  demented  endeavour  to  create 
in  the  least  exclusive  and  most  intermingled  community 
in  the  world,  the  obsolete,  hateful,  and  mischievous  dis> 
tineCion  of  caste.  Caste  is  an  institution  soflloiently  full 
of  evil  where  it  rests  on  the  faith  of  a  people.  But  caste 
where  no  one  believes  in  it  would  be  simply  an  impossi¬ 
bility,  and  its  affectation  simply  an  insult. 

Bat  in  these  days  of  disintegration  there  are  dissenters 
in  the  Cariton  and  mutineers  in  the  Cave ;  nay,  what  iamore

THE  CABLTON  AND  THE  CAVE. 

Another  week  of  suspense  lehves  ni,  on  the  paramount 
qneation  of  the  day,  just  where  we  were.  Ingenuity  and 
importunity  have  failed  alike  to  draw  firom  Ministers  any 
avowal  of  Uieir  policy  regarding  Keform,  or  even  a  distinct 
statement  that  they  are  yet  agreed  upon  any  policy  at  all. 
Baffled  in  their  opening  manoeuvre,  which  was  only  meant 
to  distract  attention  and  gain  time,  they  have  been  driven 
sooner  than  they  expected  to  prepare  for  giving  battle,  and 
to  decide  Upon  the  ground  they  are  to  occupy.  <  Already 
more  than  one  of  their  advanced  posts  have  been  found 
indefensible,  and  though  not  yet  actually  evacuated, 
will  dearly  have  to  be  abandoned.  Under  a  cloud  of 
skirmishing,  something  is  evidently  going  on  which  looks 
like  the  interposition  of  auxiliaries  who  have  previonsly 
Hen  of  tlie  Cave  have  been  observed 


Germanizing  proselytism  which  is  supposed  to  prevail  in 
Vienna.  The  same  difficulty  of  variety  of  race  and  dif¬ 
ference  of  language  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  new 
Parliament  of  Pesth  if  the  Croat,  the  Solave,  the  Serb,  the 
Ronman,  the  Saxon,  and  the  Wend  be  called  on  to  take 
part  in  the  legislation  of  Hungary.  In  1848  the  Magyars 
had  not  only  to  fight  the  Austrians,  but  the  Croats  and 
Sarbs,  whom  they  regarded  not  only  as  enemiea,  but  as 
rebels.  Sincerely  rejoiced  though  we  be  that  a  constitu-' 
tional  Government  is  re-established  in  the  basin  of  the 
Lower  Danube,  it  must^ot  bo  supposed  that  there  are  no 
obstaelea  in  the  way  of  ita  amooth  and  harmonious  working. 
On  the  contrary,  ^ey  are  great  and  grave,  and  it  will 
require  all  tha  brat  goalitira  of  statesmanship,  forbearance, 
concession,  and  moderation  to  overcome  them.  Hitherto 
the  Austrian  Government  made  nse  of  the  differences  of 
raoe  and  language  for  the  purpose  of  ruling  despotically ; 
but  though  there  are  misgivings  amongst  the  aristooratio 
bureaucracy  of  Vienna  as  to  the  result  of  the  new  system, 
it  is  not  at  all  likely  that  the  Emperor  Francis  Joseph  will 
repeat  the  blunderi^  and  fatal  policy  of  the  past. 


at^  aloof.  Men  of  tbe  Cave  Have  been  observed  moving 
busily  to  and  fro  in  the  anti-Liberal  lines ;  and  if  their  obiefe

Should  the  n^otiation  sucoeed,  the  Plurality  flag  will  be 
hauled  down,  and  that  of  Duality  hoisted  instead,  as  a 
signal  of  junction.  Under  this  new-fangled  ensign  it  is 
Bi^  that  ^  the  coalesced  strength' of .  Office  and  weakness 
of  Adnllam  wiU  venture  to  midce  a  stand.  There  ^ 
will  be  a  long  flourish  of  trumpets  about  the  necessity  of 
oomprehensive  and  complete  enfranchisement,  with  vague 
prozdses  of  Household  oP  Batapaying  Suffrage  as  a  bigger 
and  better  bidding  fdr  popular  favour  than  that  of  the| 
Whigs;  while  trembling  and  terrified  Tories  will,  it  is 
hop^,  be  induced  to  gu^>  down  thefr  rage  and  stifle  their 


To  us  there  appears  to  be  but  one  rational  course  open 
to  Austria  now,  and  that  is  to  promote  the  liberty  of  all 
the  aubjects  of  the  empire  to  the  utmost.  If  there  be  any 
possible  way  of  fusing  the  heterogeneous  members  of  the 
empire,  besides  that  of  a  crushing  despotism,  into  a  oompaot 
and  aoUd  mass,  it  is  by  the  extension  to  all  of  a  large  and 
common  freedom,  without  distinotion  of  raoe  or  religion. 
There  ought  to  be  no  difficulty  or  hesitation  in  adopting 
this  policy,  because  the  Emperor,  in  his  decree  of  the  18th 
instant,  kaa  said  that  **  it  has  bran  the  aim  of  his  life  to 
establish  liberal  institutions  thronghont  the  monarchy," — 
a  disposition  of  mind  for  which  this  soeptioal  and  wicked 
world  certainly  did  not  give  him  credit  When  writing  on 
this  nme  topic  a  few  weeks  ago,  we  expressed  a  doubt 
whether  the  Emperor  waa  entity  reaigned  to  the  lost  of 
his  position  in  Germsny.  We  could  scarraly  believe  that 
an  Emperor  of  Austria — the  representative  of  the  House 
of  Hspsburg  and  Its  historic  traditions,  and  still  the 
monarohof  9,000,000  of  German  snbjeota — would  retire  and 
giva  place  to  the  Houae  of  Hohenzollem  after  a  duel  of 
seven  days.  The  following  passage  in  the  Emperor’s 
decree  seems  to  confirm  the  doubt  we  then  suggested : 
**  During  the  continuanoe  of  this  conflict  thx  bzstoxatiox 
of  the  greatness  of  tbe  empire  and  the  hUtoneal  poeiUan 
it  has  so  long  occupied  among  the  other  Statee  of  Europe  is 
not  to  bo  hoped  for."  When  the  conflict  wi^  Honga^, 
then,  has  been  aettled,  and  the  other  parts  of  the  empire 
have  obtained  liberal  institutions,  we  ma^  look  for  the 
**  rratoration  of  the  greatneaa  of  tbe  empire."  We  oan 
onlv  interpret  this  in  one  of  two  ways :  either  Austria  will 
endravoar  te  reconquer  her  lost  prestige  in  Gfermany ;  or, 
aband^ming  Germany  to  Prnstia,  she  will  turn  her  atten¬ 
tion  to  tbe  Eastern  question,  which,  day  by  day,  is  becom¬ 
ing  more  fraught  with  danger  to  the  peace  of  Europe. 
The  ahsenee  of  all  raferenee  to  the  opening  of  the  Psrii 
Exhibition  in  the  French  Emperor’s  speech  has  bran  re- 
mariced  and  commented  on  as  of  bad  augury.  Count  von 
Bismarek  ia  reported  to  have  said,  that  **  while  PrusM 
badjiow  tbe  Ham  for  its  boundary ;  while  Italy  bad  Venioe 
and  Bussia  the  East  at  her  disposal,  France  bad — the  Exhi¬ 
bition"— he  did  not  add  of  April  the  first,”  though  this 
wonldhevebontributed  to  the  bitterness  of  the  mot.  It  msjrbe 
said  that  Uai  toyal  speeches  and  messages  breatho  nothing 
biU  peace,  bnt  the  armonrira  and  arraniUs  of  kingdqma 
aand  forth  very  different  sounds.

If  a  reign  of  peaoe^  is  to  be 
inangorated  in  1867,  the  sooner  the  action  is  suited  to  the 
words  the  better.

Who  could  have  fore¬ 
seen  that  a  Gennan  Power  would  have  enabled  the  Italians 
to  retort  upon  Austria  Metternich’s  mot  that  fraly  waa  a 
geographical  expression,  or  that  Prussian  martinets  would 
have  bran  the  restorers  of  constitutional  life  in  Hungary  ? 
Bnt  60  it  is.  In  the  space,  of  six  years  Austria  made  five 
attempts  to  settle  the ’Hungarian  question,  but  somehow 
or  other  she  never  found  out  tbe  way  to  do  it  until  the

BERVIA  AND  CRETE. 

There  is  great  feason  to  be  satisfied  with  tbe  general 
tone  and  soope  of  the  debate  whioli  took  place  the  other 
night  on  the  subject  of  Turkish  supremacy  and  Christian 
servitude.  Lord  Stanley  united  with  Mr  Qladstoue  in 
expressing  those  advano^  opinions  which  are  now  shared 
by  every  stAtesman  in  Europe,  with  the  exception  of  Mr 
Loyard.  The  very  meiflbers  of  the  Aalio  Goanoil,  those 
stubborn  Austrians  who  were  wont  to  see  danger  to  sove¬ 
reign  rights  in  the  writhing  of  Christian  serfs  beneath  the 
Mussulman  litoh,  have  awakened  to  philanthropy,  or  at 
least  to  the  expedieooy  of  professing  and  abettiog  it.  And 
we  will  say  for  Hr  Layard  himself,  that  even  his  arguments 
evince  progress.  His  former  speeches  on  the  subject, 
in  the  pt^y  days  of  Palmerstonian  influence,  were 
wont  to  represent  the  Turks  as  quite  regenerated,  and  as 
having  made  such  advances  in  the  science  of  administra¬ 
tion,  that  by-and-by  no  difference  would  be  fouud 
between  the  Divan  and  other  Cabinets,  or  between 
the  Turks  and  civilized  Christian  nations.  Mr  Layard 
wisely  refrained  from  vaunts  of  this  kind.  He  did 
not  even  treat  the  House  to  any  of  his  old  glowing 
pictures  of  Turkish  prosperity.  We  remember  when  they 
j  were  to  supply  Eoglaud  with  cotton,  and  when  the 
bettered  state  of  tbeir  finances  and  their  armies  offered 
'  guarantees  that  they  were  perfectly  able  to  develope  the 
'  resources  and  to  defend  the  independence  of  the  regions  in 
Europe  which  the  chances  of  war  allowed  them  to  occupy. 

I  We  hear  little  of  all  this  uow ;  indeed  it  is  reduced  to  the 
I  one  boast,  that  Turkey  pays  her  debts,  whilst  poor  Greece 
'  does  not.  Turkey,  however,  began  to  borrow  much  later 
'thau  Greece,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  she  has  been, 
and  is  still,  able  to  pay  the  interest  of  old  loans  out  of  the 
capital  of  new  ones.  Even  in  this  there  was  a  hitch  the 
I  other  day.  For  the  truth  is,  that  tbe  Turkish  Empire  is 
I  at  the  end  of  its  credit,  and  without  some  more  resolute 
'  and  able  administrator  than  either  Fuad  or  Ali,  Turkey 
must  come  to  the  same  financial  syncope  as  Greece, 

!  without  the  same  excuse  of  narrow  limits,  scanty  popula¬ 
tion,  and  barren  soil. 

English  statesmen  were  slow  to  acknowledge  the  utter 
incapacity  of  the  Turks  for  governing  a  country  in  any 
other  fashion  than  that  in  which  a  general  commands  a 
camp.  But,  as  Lord  Stanley  said,  the  political  views  of 
one  generation  are  not  those  of  another.  His  lordship  and 
Mr  Gladstone  see  the  plain  proofs  of  what  Lord  Palmerston, 
with  aU  his  sagacity,  doubted  and  denied.  The  Turksjare 
no  longer  conquerors.  They  are  no  longer  even  soldiers, 
and  they  want  altogether  those  martial  qualities  by 
virtue  of  which  alone  they  commanded.  For  any 
other  they,  are  totaUy  unfit.  The  Sultan,  at  the 
gu^gestioQ  of  European  oouuciRors,  issued  the  Hatti' 
Humayoun,  and  the  great  reproach  against  him  and  hia 
Governmeut  is  not  having  in  any  wise  executed  it.  We 
do  not  believe  this  to  be  tbe  Saltan’s  fanlt ;  for  the  truth 
is  the  Turks  could  not  execute  it.  They  could  not 
administer,  or  see  administered,  equd  justice.  Their 
Pashas  cannot  govern  without  extortion ;  their  lawyers 
aud  their  clergy,  being  one  and  the  same,  cannot  even 
comprehend  tolerance.  To  expect,  then,  that  Turkish 
governors  shall  obey  and  execute  Uie  Hatti  Hamayoun  is 
the  greatest  of  delusions.  The  only  mode  of  rendering  the 
lives,  families,  and  property  of  Christians  secure  is  to  put 
over  them  Christian  govemorB.

And  what  doee  the 
present  systeip  lesd  to  ?  Continued  insurreotions  and 
maasaeree.  The  deeirablei  the  only  remedy  of  all  these 
agitations  is  the  departure  of  the  Turks  from  the  soil  of 
EttTope  and  from  its  islands.  It  does  not  follow  that  they 
are  to  depart  to-morrotr,  and  be  sent  adrift  homeless  and 
desolate.  Such  a  catastrophe  is  indeed  fefy  likely  to 
eUSUe  footn  following  Mr  Layard*S  advice,  and  leaving 
these  two  races  to  their  oWn  fate  and  their  own  struggles. 
Snt  massacre  and  forcible  expulsion  may  he  prevented  by 
gradually  and  wisely  facilitating  the  separation  of  the 
races,  indemnifying  those  that  deputy  and  Securing  to  each, 
while  they  do  remain  together,  the  jurisdiotion  and  govern¬ 
ment  of  their  oo-religionists.  That  this  can  he  done,  there 
is  no  (Question.  Bnt  it  cannot  he  done  merely  by  dint  of 
good  wishes  and  the  employment  of  **  soft  sawder.**  If  Eng¬ 
land  cannot  do  it,  other  Governments  will.  Austria  now 
joins  Bussia  and  Franee.  Prussia  lends  her  vdice,  and 
Italy  will  soon  put  something  more  than  a  voice  tb  the 
great  and  indispensable  task  of  getting  rid  of  Turkish  lords 
ftum  over  the  heads  of  Cbristiaos.  And  the  British 
GKivemment  mast  take  its  choice  of  being  in  this  mCvement 
either  at  the  hmd  of  Liheral  Eufope  or  at  its  tail. 

■With  regard  to  SeWik,  there  is  every  reason,  we  repeat, 
to  be  Satisfied  With  the  generil  expressibn,  both  of  Govem- 
meht  Sud  6f  Parliament,  upod  the  subject.

Tbb  fortress  of  Belgrade  is  itself  snowier  matter.  And 
here,  again.

‘We  used 
to  be  told  that  the  Turks  could  not  think  of  quitting  a 
fortrese  so*  dear  to  their  milittfy  pride,  and  so  bound  np 
with  their  historical  rec<^ectioDB,  as  Belgrade^a  reason 
by-the-f>Je  which  the  Turks  might  use  with  equal  fbree  for 
occupying  the  suburbs  of  'Vienna,  or  Uie  citadel  of  Pesth. 
WTe  hear  ao  more  ef  this.  An  immense  ebange  baa 
taken  place  in  the  position  of  Servia.  Not  long  since 
it  had  both  Turkey  and  Austria  for  Its  enemies,  thd 
latter  to  less  than  the  former  insisting  upon  pre-. 
serving  the  crescent  on  the  walls  of  Belgrade.  Since  ^ 
Pruessa,  however,  supported  by  Buseia,  has  placed!

Servians  and  their  prince,  and  Austria  now  recommends 
that  theae  should  be  treated  by  the  Porte  with  the  — Tr>^  J 
favour  m  the  Boumstis.

Franoe,  Bussia,  and  Austria  reoommended  the  Porto  to 
yield  rather  then  have  a  Serb  insurrectioii  to  encounter. 
England,  we  belfove,  goes  with  the  three  Powers.  Bui 
from  the  debates  it  is  hard  to  make  out  Whether  by  the 
fortresses  England  means  to  include  that  of  Belgrade. 
The  Parliamentary  papers,  however,  when  produced,  will 
inform  us  on  that  head. 

The  great  fact  which  now  dominates  the  affairs  of  the 
Levant,  and  has  created  a  revolution  in  the  mode  of  treat¬ 
ing  them,  is  simply  this :  hitherto  the  great  Powers  have 
been  divided.  Bussia  was  pitted  against  England  {  Austria 
against  Prance ;  and  ami^t  theae  antagonisms  of  diplo¬ 
macy  the  Porte  was  able  to  hold  its  ground  and  persist  in 
making  verbal  concessions  perhaps,  but  no  real  ones,  to  the  .

She  la  dfoadfolly  slow  to  le^o,  and  after 
a  lesBoU  has  bceh  drubbed  into  her,  i^aally  slow  to  taake 
use  of  if.  Mer  assumed  superiority  otef  the  rest  of  man¬ 
kind  makes  her  redeive  aUy  suggestion  of  deficiency  or 
I  proposal  ef  amelioration  With  I  smile  of  inctreditlity 
or  a  frown  of  indignation.  And  When  at  length  her 
eyes  are  opened,  and  she  fiods  by  bitter  experience 
that  she  is  not  all  perfeotion<  the  question  of  the  purse¬ 
strings  still  Ueoeesarily  renkains  to  he  dieeusBed}  to  be 
answered,  not  nUfreqUently,  id  fovonr  of  Sentimenfad  and 
costly  add  generally  unsightly  oonstruotions,  rather  than 
of  Works  of  real  and  national  Utility.  For  instance,  that 
which  the  first  Napoleon  did  for  the  Seine  more  than  half 
a  century  since,  we  are  only  now  beginning ;  and  even  in 
this  laudable  though  dilatory  undertaking  we  seem  not 
unlikely  to  find  ourselres  stuck  fast  in  the  mud  for  want 
of  funds.  As  a  general  rule,  to  wbiob,  however,  no  doubt 
there  are  exceptions,  we  are  content  to  lag  after  the  rest 
of  the  world,  and  to  adopt  the  improvements  of  other 
countries,  just  as  the  discoverers  of  them  are  abandoning 
them  for  something  better.  Onr  shortcomings  in  ship¬ 
building  and  marine  artillery  which,  though  so  long 
denied,  seem  now  to  bo  generally  admitted,  furnish  a 
striking  proof  of  the  vis  {nertuBf  the  only  strength  which 
some  of  our  puhlio  bodies  exhibits 

The  sahjeet,  however,  to  which  we  now  wish  to  draw 
puMls  attention,  1b  one  neither  of  offence  nor  defonee  ae 
regards  foreign  doUntria#,  Bnt  ode  which  may  traly  be  said 
to  he  of  vital  huportabde  fo  the  iUhabitants  of  ibis  island, 
namely,  the  supply  of  Water.  A  eom mission  is  now  sifting 
on  the  subject,  and  we  do  earnestly  hope  that  the  raembefs 
of  it  will  not  limit  their  inquiries  to  fbe  necessities  of 
London  and  other  large  towns,  but  will  Oonsider  the  ques¬ 
tion  with  reference  to  tbe  eounWy  at  large.  The  supply 
is  even  now  tcircefy  equal  to  the  demand,  for  the  main 
otjeel  at  the  inquiry,  we  believe,  is  boW  to  get  an  ade¬ 
quate  snppfy  for  tbe  metropolis  ffoss  distant  souross,  and 
the  hihabftants  of  districts  in  the  neighbottrlmod  of  theMi 
sources  Are  prompt  iu  thclT  remnusiranees  against  a  spofla* 
tion  by  which,  as  they  contend,  they  may  themselvfo,  iu 
process  of  tisae,  be  left  high  and  dry,  It  seems  evident, 
therefore,  ritai  with  coostanUy  daoreasing  eouroee  and  a 
rapidly  hioreasiDg  popufotaeU,  if  aeme  faeans  he  not  devised 
aud  ptA  id  exe(mtioa  lor  inereeefag  and  hnsbandiBg  the 
Sttp|)iy,  the  Adtntry  will  find  itself  w  short  aHowanee.  We 
hate  often  depreifoted  what  appears  to  ue  tfae  gross  prm 
tumptidU  Off  oallidg  cm  the  Creator  to  vary  of  rriit  Ms 
brdmanses,  wkeUever  We  chooSe  to  (tiink  Wo  have  had  tod 
much  or  too  tittle  rain;  but  wS  go  farther,  and  sSy  (hat 
tkfse  temporary  ineonvenisnees  ought  to  be  taken  as  lessoas 
for  Utv  luetnsetiou,  which  it  is  our  duty  to  reoeive  with 
hinsllfty,  and  to  turn  te  ekr  profit  and  amendment.  Two 
or  throe  years  sinee  the  eouutry  wu  sufferiag  from  •  gene'' 
ra!  drought;  the  Wells  dried  trp,  the  rivers  roduo^  te 
Streamlets,  and  cultitutioti  almost  snspehded.  At  this 
momeUt  the  country  has  not  ytt  reeoterra  ftum  the  oppo¬ 
site  evil,  and  some  districts,  we  beliete,  are  StiA  uhder 
water.  -In  no  very  long  period  of  time,  probably,  we  shall 
be  agrin  wringing  ear  helpiess  bande,  deploring  what  we 
are  fooiisb  and  Ungralafnl  enough  to  eril  tbe  mnedural 
dryUesO  of  the  seasoW,  and  eUeletming,  '*  Oh  that  wi  bad 
bet  a  small  portion  «f  tbe  aurfaoe  water  which  we  Were 
so  ankioui  to  get  rid  of  a  feW  mouths  baiA !  **  WS  mttet 
all  recollect  many  such  altemations,  which  indeed  Are  con¬ 
stantly  reeurring.  Is  it  not  eltrac^iuary,  then,  that  We 
should  not  yet  have  profited  by  tbe  instruction  thus  con¬ 
veyed  to  us,  and  have  provided  thoee  means  for  storing  the 
waste  vrafov  for  the  general  servise  «if  tbe  island 
which  every  toWn,  obt  sifnatod  on  a  lake  ar  river, 
has  hewi  obUgsd  to  provide  Ifo  itself?  Surely  tbe 
eflginemibg  rikill  whidh  has  bridged  arms  of  tbe  sea  and 
fUfi  e  (tiiinel  nnder  the  Thames  Would  to  equal  to  tbe 
tatfte  simple,  less  costly,  and  infinitely  more  pr^table  task 
of  fofining  reservoirs  for  (he  precious  Clement,  which  we 
how  permit  to  run  useless  to  the  sea,  our  chief  anxiety, 
indeed,  being  to  get  rid  of  it.  In  many  distriota  it  would 
be  found  that  Mlsure  has  already  done  her  part  towards 
the  formatiou  of  such  recepfetfies,  and  is  only  waiting  for 
hMB  to  lend  a  helping  hand.  When  visited  by  drought 
We  Ohould  then  have  resOorces  to  apply  to,  instead  of 
Whimpering,  like  a  slovenly  aohoolBoy  who  haa  allowed 
his  money  to  escape  through  a  neglected  hole  in  his  pocket, 
and  asking,  without  the  shadow  of  excuse  for  our  imper¬ 
tinent  importunity,  for  divine  interposition  to  save  us 
from  tbe  effects  of  our  own  wasteful  indolence.  What 
should  we  think  of  a  farmer  leaving  his  cfop,  for  which  he 
could  not  find  an  immediate  purchaser,  to  rot  on  the 
ground,  rather  than  be  at  the  expense  of  building  and 
keeping  up  his  granaries  ?  Tet  there  is  little  difference,  | 


as  regards  absurdity,  beiwebh  the  foal  case  and  (he  kypo- 
thetioal  one,  except  that  iu  the  latte?  the  stupidity  would 
be  that  of  an  individual,  in  the  former  it  ii  tbAt  of  the 


nation. 


ONE  AT  A  TIME. 


At  a  Greenock  eoncert  a  baby  in  arms  set  Up  a  shrill 
squall  while  Mr  Sims  Reeves  was  singing.  Aooording  to  the 
good  old  rule,  one  thing  at  a  time,  he  naturally  stopped, 
but  the  audience,  probably  thinking  that  they  ooula  not 
get  too  much  for  tneir  money,  and  that  they  had  the  c1illd*a 
cry  into  the  bargain,  expressed  their  extreme  displeasure 
at  bis  not  proceeding  with  his  song,  and  upon  bis  retiring 
from  the  orchestra  there  was  a  storin  of  howls  and  hiSses. 
No  one  thought  of  turning  out  the  squalling  baby,  and  All 
were  incens^  at  the  fastidiousness  of  the  Singer  Who 
objected  to  the  aocompanimeot  of  an  infanfs  oty.  It  may 
have  been,  indeed,  that  they  preferred  the  6hifd*s  bawl  to 
Mr  Reeves's  song.  It  was  more  natural. 

Kemble  was  once  in  similar  trouble.  He  Was  eXtfemely 
nervous,  and  was  put  out  by  any  disturbance,  however 
slight.  As  be  was  playing  one  of  his  most  tragic  parts, 
he  was  fretted  by  the  crying  of  a  child  in  the  gallery.  At 
last,  annoyed  beyond  further  endurance,  he  came  to  the 
footlights  and  appealed  to  the  house,  but  in  his  nervous 
agitatiou  he  transposed  his  words,  and  addressed  it  thus  ; 
“  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  unless  the  play  stops  the  child 
cannot  go  on.’*  The  roars  of  laughter  that  followed  he 
could  not  understand,  but  the  audience  did  not,  like  the 
Greenock  folks,  hiss  and  hoot  the  tragedian  for  his  inability 
to  go  through  his  part  with  the  accompaniment  of  a  baby’s 
squalL 

THE  FEATJD  OF  VO'riNO  PAPERS. 

Plurality  of  votes  is  as  good  as  gone,  and  whatever 
eulogies  may  be  weepiugly  muttered  over  its  grave,  the 
cheat  will  trouble  us  no  more.  Another  of  Lord  Crau- 
)  home’s  crotchets  still  struts  and  frets  its  hour  upon  the 
stage,  and  might  be  mischievous  were  it  not  **  stripped 
and  whipped,”  and  bidden  to  be  gone  ere  it  imposes  on 
unwary  folk.  By  voting  papers  instead  of  oral  votes,  it  iS 
I  hoped  that  increased  suffrages  may  he  rendered  safe  and 
subservient,  and  that  the  greater  control  which  they  seem 
to  give  the  people  over  the  representation  may  be  rendered 
nugatory  and  abortive.  This  is  obviously  tbe  design;  and 
if  its  purpose  were  good  the  design  were  au  excellent  one. 
for  it  comes  to  us  delicately,  with  smooth  face  and  bland 
words,  and  a  plausible  air,”  well  adapted  to  win  assent 
aud  to  allay  misgiving.  Ten  years  ago  the  present  Seofetafy 
for  India  asked  the  House  of  Cofnmons  to  adopt  this  plan 
in  borough  elections,  upon  tbe  ground  that  though  it  might 
not  prevent  bribery  it  would  get  rid  of  intimidatlou.  Thefe 
had  been  at  the  preceding  general  election,  aS  there  have 
always  been  on  like  occasions,  instances  of  party  AtCAlCd- 
ment  ending  in  uproar  and  tumult  and  row.  The  ihStanoOs 
were  not  more  numerous  or  serious  than  they  hod 
frequently  been  before.  For  tbe  most  part  tbe  polling  Was 
everywhere  conducted  peaceably  and  ih  order,  but  the 
half-dozen  exceptions  were  undoubtedly  cause  of  SOifldal ; 
and  when  duly  magnified  through  the  lens  of  Conservative 
rhetoric,  they  look^  suffioiently  large  to  Warrant  the  Wish 
that  some  means  might  he  found  to  prevent  their  reour- 
reuoe  in  future.  The  Liberals  urged  that  fosort  should  be 
'  had  to  the  Ballot ;  the  Tories  suggested  instead,  silent,  fiot 
I  secret  voting.  It  was  the  walk  to  the  hustings  through 
!  an  excited  town,  the  shout  of  reproach  from  the  bystanding 
crowd,  the  jostiing  and  bustling  around  the  booth,  and 
the  taunts  abd  sneers  which  the  unpopular  voter  was 
liable  to  on  his  way  home  that  constituted  tbe  evil,  and 
that  required  a  remedy.  Let  every  man  vote  by  his  owtl 
fireside,  when  his  temper  was  cool  and  his  head  elear,  and 
he  happened  to  be  in  the  humour.  Meu  of  fastidious 
taste  or  of  feeble  health,  or  of  philosophic  temperament, 
though  often  the  best  and  the  wisest  persons  in  the  ootn- 
munity,  were  deterred  from  recording  their  suffrages  by 
the  trouble  and  turmoil  inoideut  to  contested  elections ; 
but  by  the  aid  of  pen,  ink,  and  paper  all  that  was  disanee- 
able  might  be  avoided,  and  every  one  in  future  would  be 
able  to  vote  as  he  pleased.  The  motion  of  the  noble 
:  member  for  Stamford  was  opposed  by  Mr  W.  M.  Torrens,  who 
I  cited  numerous  cases  to  show  bow  ill  tbe  system  worked 
at  elections  for  guardians  under  the  Poor-law,  in  which 
every  species  of  fraud  and  forgery  was  found  to  pre¬ 
vail  under  every  variety  of  cironmstanoe.  He  was 
supported  in  debate  by  I/ird  Stanley  and  Sir  George  Grey ; 
and  the  feeling  of  the  House  was  so  strongly  evinced  that 
the  proposal  was  negatived  without  a  division.

limited  scope.  University  electors,  beiM  non-resident 
and  scattered  all  over  the  kingdom,  had  sel^m  been  polled 
out,  and,  generally  speaking,  had  not  availed  themselves 
of  their  electoral  privileges.  Here  was  a  case  of  grievance 
which  enabled  the  inventors  of  voting  papers  to  get  in  the 
thin  end  of  the  wedge.  Tbe  Northumbrian  Vicar  could 
not  afford  to  travel  to  Cambridge  to  record  his  suffrage  for 
Mr  Walpole,  and  it  was  hardly  fair  to  expect  the  candi¬ 
date’s  committee  to  send  return  tiobote  fo  every  distant 
supporter.  The  Cornish  curate  frm  eqaall|r  dtaffiAichised 
at  Oxford  if  Sir  HeathcoAe  did  not  think  fit  to  pay  his 
trsvelliog  charge.

The  attraction  of 
the  readings  is,  no  doubt,  partially  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  there  is  in  London  a  ooneiderable  number  of 
persons  to  whom  it  is  a  goodly  thing  when  there  is  a  way 
found,  for  them  to  go  to  the  play  without  entering  a 
theatre.  But  ^rant  that  half  the  audience  at  St  James’s 
Hall  is  of  this  kind.  Why  should  there  be  so^many 
people  at  this  day  in  London  to  whom  a  true  play  is  a  true 
delight,  bnt  who  yet  flinch  from  a  search  for  it  iu  its 
natural  home  ?  Partly  this  is  because  the  traditions  of  the 
corrupt  stage  of  the  Rratoration  still  influence  the  minds 
of  quiet  pcoide  who  take  little  account  of  time  and  its 
changes ;  who  live  and  act  by  tradition,  moulding  all  their 
conduct  on  the  recollections  of  the  past,  none  of  it  upon  the 
energy  of  aspiration  for  the  future.  Partly  it  is  because 
people  who  look  simply  at  the  present  have  of  lata  years 
fi)und  in  the  theatres  no  slight  tendency  to  lose  what- 
eiver  ground  may  have  been  won,  and  drift  back — as  in 
the  burlesques — not  indeed  into  the  gross  indecency,  but 
into  the  witless  frivolity  and  sensual  eye-service  that 
pleased  Charles  the  Second  and  bis  Court.

Herr  Julian  Schmidt,  in  the  History  of  German  Litera¬ 
ture  since  the  death  of  Lessing,  whereof  this  is  the  fifth 
edition  of  the  second  volume,  has  a  siory  of  much  interest 
to  tell,  and  tells  it  well.  The  old  arguments  between 
classic  and  romantic  schools  are  studied  now  with  help  of 
many  a  new  light.  The  rcunantie  school  is  the  especial 
topic  of  this  second  volume.  Tieck  and  the  Schlegels,  ! 
Novalis,  Arnim,  Heinrich  von  Kleist  and  others,  are  Ger- 1 
man  men  of  genius  discussed  in  German  fashion,  yet  in ' 
lively  connexion  with  the  times  in  which  they  lived  and 
out  of  which  they  sprang.  Indeed  Herr  Schmidt  is  oply 
too  ready  to  connect  all  writings  with  the  times  out  of 
which  they  sprang,  and  takes  sometimes  too  little  into 
account  the  writer's  iodividnality.

It 
is  the  little  feminine  fireak  of  a  shallow  nature  that| 
exults  in  the  anticipation  of  ita  rictory  orer  the  strong. 
I  mmediately  we  pass  from  Cleopatra’s  ridded  shallows  to 
the  stormy  depths  of  Antony,  and  are  shown  how  his 
lore,  more  abiding  tiian  hb  anger,  bids  him  follow  her 
beyond  the  grare,  since  here  its  torch  b  out.  The  scene 
of  Antony’s  death  at  the  monument,  with  ClMpatra  hang¬ 
ing  orer  him,  is  wonderful  for  the  delicacy  with  which  the

Lieutenant-Governors  of  the  respective  provinces  were  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor-General  to  hold  office  for  fire 
years.

Lower  Chamber  to  consist  of  181  members,  to  be  elected  for 
five  years.  The  provincial  Legislatures  would  be  left  to  deal 
with  allporely  local  matters,  while  all  questions  common  to 
all  the  Uonfederatod  provinces  would  be  disposed  of  by  the 
Central  Parliament.  The  delegates  having  themselves  sug- 

Sestod  Canada  as  the  name  for  the  new  Confederation,  her 
fajeetehad  given  her  assent  to  that  designation  being  adopted 
by  It.  The  pl^,  as  at  present  carried  out,  did  not  include  Prince 
Edward’s  Island,  British  Columbia,  Newfoundland,  oY  Tan- 
oonver’e  Island ;  but  it  was  to  be  hoped  that  in  time  those 
coloniee  would  join  the  Confederation  now  being  established. 
Lord  Carnarvon  said  he  would  have  been  pleased  to  have  seen 
a  legislative  union  adopted  by  ail  the  provinces  ;  but  there 
were  conflicting  views  of  partioolar  interests  and  dther  oanaea 
which  prevent  such  an  onion  at  the  present  moment. 
Dealing  with  the  charge  made  against  Canada,  of  setting  op 
a  Protectionist  policy  against  the  Free  Trade  policy  of  the 
other  provinces,  he  oontended  that  Free  Trade  views  had  of 
late  giMt  progress  in  the  former  colony,  and  the  fact 

of  entering  into  a  Confederation  with  her  sister  colonies 
would  tend  to  promote  the  growth  of  that  principle.  He 
denied  that  Nova  Scotia  was  opposed  to  the  Federation, 
rithough  a  certain  proportion  of  her  population  might  be 
indispoMd  towards  the  measure,  but  the  people  of  Canada 
and  of  New  Bruniwick  were  heartily  favourable.  Instancing 
the  opposition  that  had  been  made  to  the  union  of  England 
with  Srotland,  which  feeliog  had  soon  disappeared  under  the 
influence  of  common  intereeta  and  common  sympathies,  he 
argued  that  even  were  there  a^  considerable  amount  of 
opposition  to  the  proposed  Confederation  it  would  be  but

Lord  NoaxAEBT  adverted  to  the  miUtary  advantages  which 
thiv  wonld  confer  on  onr  American  Colonies.  It  was 
no  longer  in  the

believed  a  large  mi^rity  of  the  House  was  sineerely  anxious. 
He  j^miaed  on  Monday  to  give  all  the  explanations  due  to 
the  House. 

On  the  motion  for  gmog  into  Committee  of  Supply  <m  the 
Miscellaneous  Estimates,  after  sevend  minor  mattera  had 
^en  disposed  of,  the  subject  of  Reform  was  reverted  to  by 
Mr  Atbtoe,  who  urged  the  Government  to  give  up  the 
tmueoeasai^  preliminary  st^  of  Resolutions,  and  to  oring 
m  their  bill  at  onee,  pomtiog  ont  that  there  wae  no  longer 
any  reason  to  fear  a  repetition  of  the  taotioa  of  1869.  Any 
^ertore  made  by  the  Government  would  be  met  in  a 
^  Oppoiition,  and  the  House  would  be 


_ _ _ _ ling  those  colonies,  but  their  in- 

^bitante  Lid  teowed  the  greatest  willingneaa  to  bear  their 
•hare  of  the  doty.  In  Nova  Sootia  in  1868  there  were  but 
some  sixty  Volunteer  artillery,  bat  in  1863  there  were  nearly 
36,000  men  regularly  drilled,  and  last  year  that  number  had 
inoreaaed  to  69,000.  He  regretted  the  opposition  that  had 
been  manifested  in  that  colony  to  the  proposed  Confedera¬ 
tion.  He  believed  that  the  real  interests  ot  all  the  provinces 
wera  identical,  and  that  those  of  Nova  Scotia  would  in  no 
degree  be  injured  by  this  meMure. 

Lord  RuaeaLt  regarded  the  measure  as  a  wise  one,  that 
would  facilitate  oommeroial  relations  between  the  British 
American  provinces  and  the  United  States,  and  would  greatly 
increase  the  defensive  powers  of  the  former,  shoukl  an  emer¬ 
gency  arise.  ^  .  -r  1  .  . 

Lord  Moeok  and  Lord  Ltvbdbe  expressed  approval  of 
the  measnre,  and,  after  a  few  words  in  reply  from  Lord 
Gabeabvoe.  the  bill  was  read  a  second  time. 

In  tee  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS,  on  Tubsdat,  Lord 
Naab  gave  notice  teat  cm  Wednesday  he  would  propose  the

Mr  Sbxlt  then  mored  thnt  in  the  opinion  of  thie  Home 
the  Control  and  management  the  doenyarde  ie  inefficient, 
end  that  the  inefficient  maj  be  attrilmtM  to  the  foUoiring 
oaoeee :  1.  The  oonstitntion  of  the  Board  of  Admiralty ; 
2.  The  defeotire  organisation  of  the  inbordinate  depi^ 
menta ;  S.  The  want  of  a  clear  and  dadoed  reaponaibilily.  He 
rafarreid  to  the  eridanoe  giran  before  the  committee  on  the 
nary  department  which  aat  in  I860,  and  quoted  the  erida:^  of 
the  Duke  of  Somerset  that  the  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty 
was  raapomible  for  the  state  of  the  nary.  He  also  quoted 
the  opinion  of  Sir  John  Pakington,  to  the  effect  that  the 
system  of  administration  by  the  ilfoard  of  Admiral^  was 
unsatisfactory,  and  that  the  responsibility  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Admiral^  was  rather  theoretical  dun  practical.  The  royal 
oommission  of  1861  reported  that  the  seren  dockyards  should 
be  regarded  as  msnnfacturmg  establishments.  Bot  how 
were  mey  mana^  P  A  rigid  rule  was  laid  down  by  the 
idmiralty  that  we  Comptroller  of  the  Nary  should  be  a  naral 


officer.  He  did  not  wish  to  lay  down  a  role  that  the  romp- 
troller  should  necessarily  be  a  cirilian,  but  he  did  maintain 
that  the  best  man  that  could  be  obtained  should  be  appointed, 
whether  he  were  a  naral  officer  or  a  oirilian.  Then  there  was 
another  rule,  that  the  comptroller  should  not  long  remain  in 
office,  and  he  was  in  fact  changed  erery  seren  or  ei^t  years. 
It  would  be  said  that  the  comptroller  had  the  assistance  of 
the  chief-constructor.  Well,  so  he  had,  and  the  chiefcon* 
structor  had  the  assistance  of  those  under  him ;  the  principle 
in  the  nary  being  that  knowledge  should  come  up  from  below 
to  those  abore,  instead  of  proceeding  from  those  abore 
to  those  below.  Then  the  commission  recommended 
that  the  comptroller  should  hare  the  appointment  of 
his  agents  under  him  ;  but  this  he  was  not  allowed  to 
do,  and  the  superintendents  who  were  under  him  were 
permitted  to  check  his  proceedings.  Then  the  superin* 
tendents  were  changed  erery  two  or  three  years.  The 
fact  was,  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  knew  rery  little,  the 
comptroller  knew  almost  as  little,  and  the  superintendents 
still  less.  Heferring  to  the  accounts,  he  admitted  that  they 
were  improred,  bnt  they  were  still  imperfect.  It  was  sdwaj^ 
said  they  were  to  be  better  next  year,  but  there  was  no  reason 
why  they  should  not  be  perfect.  On  a  former  occasion 
he  pointM  out  that  eleren  ships  cost  in  repairs  476,711f., 
which,  when  he  added  the  per  centage  for  plant,  brought 
up  the  amount  to  610,000(.,  when  new  ones  might  hare 
been  obtained  for  447,000f.  'The  same  obeerrations  applied 
to  boats.  Of  these  he  nre  a  number  of  instattees.  Sixty- 
three  boats  were  repaired  at  Portsmouth  at  a  cost  of  2,505f., 
the  per  centage  for  plant  was  l,068f.,  making  a  total  of 3,690f., 
whereas  they  could  hare  been  built  for  2,890/.  He  next 
referred  to  the  great  coat  of  anchors  as  compared  with  what 
they  could  be  purchased  for  in  the  open  market.  He  went 
on  to  contend  that,  notwithstanding  the  great  expense  in¬ 
curred,  we  hare  not  an  efficient  fleet. 

Sir  J.  PjLKiiroTOK  said  he  had  not  changed  the  opinions  he 


as  to  the  propriety  of  making  some  change.  The  Hon. 
member  had  on  a  former  occasion  pointed  out  that  a 
great  waste  was  committed  by  the  dockyards  being 
pared  with  pig  iron.  When  the  hon.  member  for 
Oldham  offered  to  re-pare  the  dockyard  with  any  other 
material  and  to  rire  100,000/.  for  liberty  to  take 
away  the  iron,  he^  Uioimhti  he  was  chaffing  him,  but  he  had 
now  reason  to  beliere  that  the  ralue  of  tnat  iron  was  not 
exaggerated,  and  the  Admiralty  intended  to  sell  it.  Wi^ 
regard  to  anchors,  when  he  returned  to  office,  he  found  that 
there  was  an  exoessire  supply  of  anchors,  and.  no  more,  had 
been  ordered.  And  he  must  admit  that  the  contract  with 
Messrs  Brown  and  Lennox  ought  to  be  rerised.  He  thought 
he  had  reason  to  complain  of  the  hon.  member’s  statement 
with  regard  to  the  cost  of  building  ships.  The  cost  of  the 
Frederick  WiXLiam^  instead  of  being  281,691/1,  as  the  hon. 
member  stated,  was  only  197,000/. ;  and  moreoTer^  it  was  un¬ 
fair  to  take  that  ship  as  an  example,  as  she  was  laid  down  for 
one  class  and  alterea  into  another.  He  admitted  that  there* 
was  inequality  of  cost  in  different  dockyards,  and  steps 
would  be  taken  to  correct  that.  The  accounts,  howerer, 
were  in  a  much  better  state  than  when  he  was  last  in  office, 
a  result  which  was  due  to  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  late 
Board  of  Admiralty,  and  particularly  to  the  hon.  members  for 
Pontefract  wd  Halifax.  The  great  fault  in  the  dockyards 
was  the  laxity  with  which  ereiything  was  carried  out.  This 
he  hoped  to  check  by  Tigorous  superintendence,  and  he  had 
selectM  Mr  Walker  for  that  purpose. 

Mr  StjUisisij)  followed,  criticising  at  some  length  Mr 
Seely’s  statements  and  impugiung  their  accuracy.  The 
question  was  not  the  wnstitutioo  of  the  Board  of  Admiralty, 
but  the  efficiency  or  inefficiency  of  the  management  of  the 
dockyards.  He  beliered  there  was  a  want  still  of  efficient 
management  and  control  of  the  dockyards,  but  he  did  not 
agree  with  the  hon.  member  that  the  dockyards  could  not  be 
well  managed  by  a  board.  He  thought  that  it  would  be  well 
to  lessen  the  number  of  dockyards.  JDeptford  inight  be  dis- 
oo^inued,  and  after  the  enla^ement  of  Chatham,  Sheemess 
might  also  be  discontinued.  He  denied  that  ^e  accounts 
were  fairly  chargeable  with  the  imperfection  which  the  hon. 
member  attributed  to  them. 

The  discussion  was  continued  by  Lord  Eobert  Montagu, 
Mr  Candlish,  Mr  Lefeyre,  and  Mr  Samuds. 

Mr  Childkbs  said  he  did  not  think  that  the  accounts  were 
yet  perfect,  but  to  make  a  sudden  reyolution  in  this  respect 
was  impossible.  It.  was  better  to  do  it  gradually.  He  con¬ 
sidered  that  the  constitution  of  the  Boaid  of  Admiralty  was 
unsound  in  this,  that  the  sea  lord,  who  was  aboye  the  comp¬ 
troller,  was  not  a  member  of  this  House  ;  and  he  suggests 
that  the  flrst  lord  should  be  the  superintending  lord  with 
regard  to  dockyards.  He  concurred  with  Mr  Seely  in 
thinking  it  was  unwise  that  no  oiyilian  should  be  appointed 
superintendent,  and  that  he  should  be  appointed  for  on  W  flye 
years.  He  thought  also  it  would  be  well  to  get  rid  of  Sheer¬ 
ness  and  Woolwich  dockyards,  and  that  Deptford  .should  be 
used  merely  for  stores. 

Colonel  Sykss  eontrasted  the  oonstitntion  of  our  Board  of 
Admiralty  with  that  of  France^  and  gave  the  iweference  to 
the  latter*  He  suggested  that  there  sho^d  be  an  annual 


stock-taking  in  the  dockyards,  as  there  was  in  France,  and 
then  the  Admiral^  should  know  our  resources. 

Mr  Bass  said  if  the  Admiralty  would  giye  him  a  yery 
small  commission  on  their  contracts  for  timber,  he  could  say# 
them  a  large  sum. 

After  a  few  words  from  Lord  John  Hgy,  Mr  Otway,  Lord 
H.  lisnnoz,  and  Mr  Horsman, 

Mr  SuLT  briefly  replied  to  some  of  the  points  which  had 
been  raised,  and  then  withdrew  his  motion.

meters’  money,  and  for  the  reduction  of  the  number  of 
ministers  from  thurteen  to  ten.

Earl  Grey,  the  Earl  of  Derby,  Earl  Eussell,  and  Lord

In  the  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS,  Lord  Nius  moved  the 
second  reading  of  the  Habeae  Corpus  Suspensiqn  ( Ireland) 
Act  ConUnuance  Bdl.  He  expressed  his  desp  regret  that, 
notwithstanding  the  announcement  was  nomde  m  the  Quesn’s 
speech  that  it  iwss  not  intended  to  continue  the  Snspensioa 
Act,  it  was  now  found  neoessary  to  continue  it.  When  the 
present  Goyernment  came  into  office  there  were  336  peraona 
m  oustody,  who  bad  been  arrested  for  sopposed  eomplisity  in 
the  Fenian  movement.  By  1st  September  that  number  hga 
been  reduced  to  226,  and  by  the  ^h  November  to  73,  aqd 
there  were  now  97  persons  in  custody.  In  peceml^r 
warrants  of  arrest  were  issued,  in  17$  ana  in  the 

present  month  of  February  9.  la  making  these  arrests  t^y 
had  been  earefui  only  to  arrest  the  leaden.  Soon  after 
Parliament  met  the  mysterious  oecurrence  took  place  at 
Chester*  and  whether  it  was  in  oonsequence  of  that  or  a  ipere 
ooineidence  be  did  not  know,  but  immediately  the  old  signa 
of  activity  among  the  Fenians  were  again  discerned ;  and 
then  there  took  place  the  extraordinary  occurrences  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Eillarney  and  Mallow,  which  they  ware  all 
familiar  with.  The  steps  then  taken  by  the  Governmentshowed 
the  great  ramdity  with  which  troops  oould  be  concentrsted  on 
any  poiatto  siqipress  any  insurreotionarymoyemeotr  Informa¬ 
tion  of  the  rising  only  reached  Dublin  between  six  and  seven 
o’clock,  and  by  half-past  eight  o’clock  pext  mproiog  Brigadier 
Horsford  was  in  l^llow  with  1,000  men.  Nothbg  could 
more  clearly  show  the  utter  hopelessness  of  iMurrection. 
Another  thing  that  was  shown  was  that  ample  informatiou 
was  at  the  disposal  of  Government,  and  that  warning  was 
given  in  suffieient  time  to  allow  the  authorities  to  take  suffi¬ 
cient  precautions.  This  movement  afro  showed  that  ths  agri- 
euitum  population  did  not  sympathise  with  it  Of  the  whole 
number  of  752  prisoners  who  had  been  arrested  only  35  were 
fturmers,  and  25  farmers’  sons.  Moreover,  it  was  gratifying 
to  find  that  the  Eoman  Cathi^o  bishops  and  clergy  had  used 


ordcnd  to  bif  oohmiittad  jestecday;  and  Lo*d  Naas  stated 
that  he  ahouid  mova  the  soapenskm  of  the  atanding  orders 
in  ordw  tbait  the  bill  might  pMs  through  ita  remaining  stages.

Lord  Enfibld  exprbsed  his  concurrence  in  the  measore, 
to  which  he  would  gite  his  hearty  support. 

The  measure  was  dfrlussed  at  some  length,  principally  by 
metropoHfSn  members,  who  oriticised  its  detaiu,  Mr  Locke 
and  Mr  Ayrtm  suggesting  that  the  cost  of  the  erection 
the  boildings,  in  whum  the  persons  are  to  be  aooommodated 
whose  snstenanoe  is  to  be  thrown  on  the  common  fond, 
shonld  also  be  thrown  on  the  oommon  fund. 

Mr  ViLUBBS  expressed  hfr  concurrence  in  the  purpose 
and  principle  of  the  measure.

The  State  undertook  the  support 
of  the  poor,  and  it  nad  always  appeared  to  him  unjost  that 
mnnj  descriptions  of  property  were  not  charged.  Many  of 
the  items  of  expenditure  he  thonght  ought  to  be  ohai^Efed  on 
the  eonadidated  fund.  He  aho^  not  offer  the  slightest 
opposition,  to  the  prineiple  of  the  bill.  The  bill  threw  the 
cost  of  the  fever-stricken  and  those  afflicted  with  smail-pox 
on  the  oommon  fund,  but  he  could  not  see  why  the  cost  of 
the  other  sick  should  remain  a  local  charge.

Debenture-Holders  Bill.  '  AC  present  a  aeoencure  was  a 
mortgage  on  what  was  called  the  undertaking  and  the  tolls, 
but  it  was  held  that  they  did  noc  enable  them  to  seize  the 
moveable  property.  The  bill  gave  the  power  to  seize  the 
engines,  waggons,  and  other  plant,  moveable  and  immoveable, 
of  the  railway  oompsny.  The  bill  prohibited  simple  credi¬ 
tors  from  seizing  on  the  moveable  property  of  the  company. 
The  bill  would  noS  be  retirospeetive.

An  Extraordintry  General  Meeting  of  the  Proprietors  and  Assayed  in  this  Society  was  held  at  the  Office,

Deducting  from  this  surplus  the  sum  of  £50,000  required  by  the  Society’s  special  Act  of  Parliament 
to  be  set, aside  as  a  psrmanent  reserve  fund,  there  remains  available  for  Division  the  som  of 
£225,830  15s.  6d.,  of  which  the  Directors  recommend  the  distribution  of  £225.000»  being  the 
nearest  amount  convenient  for  that  purpose.” 


3— RESULTS  OF  THE  DIVISION. 

Of  the  sum  to  be  apportioned,  it  is  known  that  one-sixth,  or  £87,500  falls  to  the  Proprietors. 
The  remaining  five-sixths,  or  £187.500  fell  ^he  Assured,  yielding  a  reversionary  addition  to  the 
Policies  of  £272.682.  IQ  which  sum  every  Policy  on  the  participating  scale  of  Premium,  existing  on 
the  80th  June  last,  will  share  in  proportion  to  its  contributions  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  since  the 
last  Division. 

This  reversionary  bonus  will  average  nearly  45  per  cent.,  or  vary,  with  the  different  ages,  from  32  to 
85  per  cent,  on  the  Premiums  received  in  the  quinquennial  period  on  all  the  Policies  among  which  it  will 
be  distributed,  whilst  its  equivalent  value  in  cash  will  average  over  26  per  cent,  of  the  like  payments. 

The  high  per  centage  again  exhibited  by  the  cash  bonus  induces  the  directors  to  draw  more 
marked  attention  than  they  have  hitherto  done  to  its  real  character  and  benefit.  Of  every  £100  paid  as 
Premiums  by  a  participating  policyholder,  £20  is  a  marginal  addition  to  the  net  or  mathematical 
Preminm  of  £80  required  for  the  actual  risk,  and  is  added,  partly  for  expenses  and  nnd^termioed 
fluctuations,  and  partly  for  the  privilege  of  sharing  in  the  general  profits  of  the  office.

The  last  statement  the  Directors  think  it  necessary  to  make  has  refennco  to  the  number  of  Policy¬ 
holders,  who,  retaining  all  their  present  right  of  sharing  in  future  profits,  may  now  relieve  themselves  of 
any  farther  payment  on  account  of  Premiums,  by  the  surrender  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  bonus  additions 
to  their  policies.  This  number  is  350 .  Iq  1862  it  was  176.  It  would  have  bMn  larger  ou  this  occasiou 
by  194,  bad  not  some  portion  of  the  bonuses  ou  these  policies  been  taken  in  cash  or  been  otherwise
